Labor Day's Crisis 


M 


ONDAY may prove to be the most momen- 


tous Labor Day in the history of organized 


labor. 
The crisis created by the federal in- 


junction against the rail shop strikers cannot 
be minimized nor evaded. It came as a thun- 
derbolt to labor, because in it the government 
proceeded against the strikers alone, ignoring 
natters in which the railroad executives had 
refused to meet President Harding's demands. 
The petition for the injunction properly and 
correctly recites that a great crisis is impend- 
ing owing to want of 
transportation. 
Hun- 


dreds of millions of dollars worth of fruit is 
K-ing lest. 
The farmers' crops cannot pass 


from the granary to the market. 
Coal, the 


mining of which is rapidly being 
resumed, 


cannot be produced and shipped in sufficient 
quantities. Something had to' be done. 


People who could see the need of an equit- 


able adjustment of differences which created 
the strike, expected that the government would 
seize the roads, set up machinery for settling 
the dispute, and make the final decision retro- 
active to the date of resumption. 
Men like 


Senator Lenroot had been demanding this in 
the United States senate. In it is the element 
of justice, because it would have been treating 
railroad owners and railroad 
strikers alike. 


The injunction, however, is quite another mat- 
ter. It can not be denied that it so restricts 
speech and communication and the 
use 
of 


funds, as to render the unions powerless to 
conduct a protracted strike. It seems to cover 
oven strike funds from other 
unions, upon 


v.'hich strikers and their families would sub- 
sist. Those who contend that it means invol- 
untary labor, because it does not matter whe- 
ther you drive a man to work with enforced 
hunger or a rifle, are not without warrant for 
their position. In it, too, the government seems 
definitely to have committed itself, through the 
mouth of Attorney General Daugherty, to gov- 
ernment enforcement of the open shop as op- 
posed to the closed shop. 


Labor is considering what it will do. It is 


said that should federal troops appear, us is 
officially predicted in Washington, the 
Big 


Four Brotherhoods 
will 
strike. 
Telegrams 


from various parts of the country are urging 
Samuel Gompers, president of the American 
Federation of Labor to bring about a general 
strike of all union men in the United States. 
It is impossible to even sketch the horror which 
such action would 
bring. 
Suffering 
would 


reach every home, those of workers as well as 
of people in other walks of life. Cold and hun- 
ger would reap a rich harvest. It is inconceiv- 
able that as deprivation and passion grew, an 
outburst of violence could be avoided. 


When the shop strike was called, the Her- 


rin massacre was fresh in the minds of the 
country. Rail union leaders saw in it the work 
of Reds who had misled ignorant miners. They 
knew that the conscience of the nation would 
not permit such things, and early they took 
measures to prevent anything of the kind in 
their own conflict. Word went out from head- 
quarters, and was reiterated in local fields to 
seize and destroy Pied propaganda and to keep 
a close eye on revolutionary radicals. Many 
were kicked out, with the result that order was 
well maintained, largely through union efforts 
until the beginning of the last week. Then the 
Red propagandists and dynamiters got busy. 
Plots were uncovered. Property 
destruction 


and kidnapping were on the 
program, 
but 


most of the serious efforts 
were 
frustrated. 


Foes of labor hastened to spread the idea that 
these things were the work of union men. 
It 


was at this critical juncture that the govern- 
ment's injunction was issued. 


These things are recited because they have 


a direct bearing upon the proceedings which 
the unions may decide upon. It is their posi- 
tion that in securing the injunction the govern- 
ment has not proceeded legally, and if all laws 
were interpreted in the spirit of their enactors, 
it may well be that they can justify this posi- 
tion. But they cannot make their case o^ ille- 
gality on the part of the government impres- 
sive unless they themselves will proceed in a 
legal manner. In the long- run, public senti- 


ment will decide this issue, as it had deeided 
many union issues in the past. The public is 
patient in suffering disadvantages and hard- 
ships where questions of justice are involved, 
but with violence it has no patience. 


Unionism wants a clear head today. 
It 


needs very deliberately to formulate its case 
for the court of public opinion. It needs to go 
into that court with clean hands. It starts with 
a fair and open minded jury. Strategically as 
well as ethically its first job should be to re- 
pudiate 'and by every means in its power to 
thwart and destroy the work of Red revolu- 
tionists who aim to make the strike an instru- 
ment for their 
vicious game. Union 
labor 


kn$>ws that the Red has only one use for union- 
ism, and really holds it in contempt. He seeks 
to destroy the sources of production. The busi- 
ness, of the union is to maintain those sources, 
and to secure from them labor's just share of 
honest income. 


Morgan 


TTHIS. campaign revives a question which is 
••• reiterated each biennium. It is one vital to 
public service. It is the question of whether 
any man or group of men shall be permitted to 
strike down every young man who, having en- 
tered a public career, promises to develop in- 
itiative and an independent political philoso- 
phy calculated to render great public service. 


Two heads are better than one, even in 


politics. The welfare of the state depends up- 
on its ability to develop citizens big enough to 
build themselves back into the state as pillars 
of strength. Such men are not "me too" ma- 
terial. They are not and could not become mere 
underlings, taking their tip from a boss or a 
ring. The understrapper is the little man. No 
man not big enough to disagree with other big 
men, and to defend his position, is big enough 
to be trusted with high public office. 


A big young man has come recently into 


the life of Wisconsin. He looked at the state, 
and saw a flaw in its machinery. He perceived 
that we had been so intent on making good 
laws, that we had neglected to enforce them 
when made. He believes in making good laws, 
and has contributed to 
their 
making. 
But 


when elected attorney general in 1920 he start- 
ed out to enforce the laws. He has started sev- 
en suits against trusts and monopolies. He is 
preparing others. Some of the suits have been 
won. 
In some the defendants came into court 


and confessed judgment. Others will be won 
as they can be reached in the courts. 


This is a stirring record. 
It has had no 


equal in the office of attorney general. It is a 
record in the interest of the family purse. It is 
a crusade against graft and extortion. It chal- 
lenges the admiration of all who honor a man 
who does not fear to beard big business in its 
den. We say .without hesitancy that had Wil- 
liam. J. Morgan subscribed to the leadership 
of his opponents he would have been heralded 
for the past two years as one of the ablest and j 
most militant young progressives who has of- j 
fered himself to the commonwealth in two de- 
cades. 


But because this refreshing figure ir Wis- 


consin politics has not bent his knee in submis- 
sion to the bossism of any man, he is the target 
for slaughter. 
He is flanked on both sides by 


enemies who are not influenced by his record of 
high service to the people of Wisconsin. On one j 
flank are selfish business interests who fought j 
him in and out" of organizations with which he 
participated. On the other flank are those who 
say he must go because he would not accept 
their dictation as to who shall be candidates 
for public office, or what policies men in public 
office shall pursue. No man of this type could 
be called into a back room and told that he 
must run for office, or whom he must support.

statesman. .Unless we get back to the spirit of 
"Live and let live," we shall soon be a common- 
wealth politically bankrupt.
